Of matriculation, and the time for proceeding bachelor 
of arts, 


LL perſons proceeding to the degree of bache- An.1578. 
lor of arts ſhall be rried and judged by the 
books of matriculation, whether they have accom- 
pliſhed the years and terms required by the ſtatutes 
of the univerſity to that degree. 

All perſons admitted as ſtudents in any college 
ſhall within ſix days repair to the Regiſter, and cauſe 
their names to be enrolled; and then at the next ma- 

1 triculation take their oath. and no perſon *till he be 
| thus enrolled ſhall be reputed as a ſcholar, nor his 
| time or years be accounted as available toward the 
raking the degree aforeſaid: and the tutor of ſuch 
perſon ſhall forfeit to the ule of the univerſity 65s. 8d. 

All perſons ſo enrolled as aforefaid, at or upon the 
day next before the beginning of Eaſter- term ſhall be 
reputed fully to have ſatisfied the ſtatute cap. 6. Eliz. 
requiring completum quadriennium for a bachelor of 
arts degree, if they proceed to it the 4th Lent next 
following ſuch enrolment.

T* is interpreted and determined by the vicechan- 1599. 
cellor and heads, that every perſon whole living 
or livings eccleſiaſtical, of what kind ſoever, ſhall be 
rated to the yearly value of 40 marks in the book of 
firſtfruits or ſubſidy, or whoſe living temporal hath 
been, is, or ſhall be demiſed communibus annis at that 
rate or rent, or that ſhall be by common eſtimation 
accounted to be yearly worth the ſaid ſum of 40 
marks, ſhall be reputed and taken as a compounder. 
and this ſhall comprehend all thoſe, which betore

Againſt diſorders in pablick aſſemblies. 


OR preventing of any future diſorders in any 
publick aſſemoly in the univerſity, it is upon 
good conſideration and reſolution ordered and decreed 
by Mr. vicechancellor, and the heads of the colleges, 
—— whoſoever ſhall hereafter be found in any publick 
aſſembly to commit any offenſive and riotous action, 
or to be a partaker, counſeller, or inciter thereof,

limits of the univerſity or without, or ſhall keep by 
themſelves or others any greyhounds, or ſhall be found 
in the field with greyhounds, guns, or croſs- bows 
every ſcholar ſo oftending. upon conviction ſhall in- 
cur reſpectively according to the degrees of his offence 
the ſeveral penalties ſpecified in the foregoing orders 
for the diſturbers of publick aſſemblies.

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Againſt exceſſive drinking and drunkenneſs. 


T is decreed by Mr. vicechancellor and the heads 

of colleges, upon interpretation of a part of the 
ſtatute de modeſtia, etc. that whatſoever ſcholar or 
ſtudent ſhall hereafter be convicted of exceſſive drink- 
ing, drunkenneſs, or making others drunk, eſpecially 
in the night · time, in tavern, inn, or victualling-houſe, 
of what condition or degree ſoever he be, if he ſhall 
be convicted before Mr. vicechancellor and the more 
part of the heads of colleges then at home, to be an 
offender in any of the premiſes, ſhall with their con- 
ſent be baniſhed the univerſity; and be degraded, 
if he be a graduate. others, found faulty in a leſſer 
degrec, ſhall, if graduates, be degraded by Mr. vice- 
chancellor during pleaſure, and alſo be ſtayed for one 
whole year from taking their farther degree at their 
time: if non-graduates, they ſhall be made incapable 
for one whole year of their degree, when their time 
cometh, and-alſo be enjoined by Mr. vicechancellor 
to declaim openly in the fchools againſt that abule.

Barnwell on pain tor his miſbehaviour and contumacy 
of being expelled the univerſity. 


Of ſophs* treats and exerciſes. 


T is agreed and determined by the vicechancellor 
and heads of colleges, that if any one ſhall give 

or accept of any treat, gloves, or other preſent at 
any time upon account of performing exercile in the 
ſophiſters' ſchools, he ſhall be ſtopped from taking 
the degree of bachelor of arts tor one whole year after 
ſuch offence. and likewiſe, that the ſame puniſhment 
ſhall be inflicted upon thoſe who ſhall obſtinately 
neglect to perform ſuch exerciſes as are required ot 


them by the proctor. 


For reſidence of ſludgents in arts. 


Hereas there have been formerly ſeveral orders 
and decrces made, to oblige young ſcholars to 


conſtant reſidence in the univerſity, till they have 
taken 
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taken their-firſt degree at leaſt, which have of late 
years been quite neglected, to the great diſadvantage 
of the ſcholars themſelves, as well as the diſhonour 
of the univerſity; It was the day and year above 
written, reſolved and decreed by Mr. vicechancellor 
with the conſent of the heads of colleges, that, ac- 
cording to an antient interpretation made in this cafe, 
if any perſon after his admiſſion into any college of 
this univerſity, ſhall not continue the greateſt part of 
every term (excepting only the firſt and the laſt) 
during the whole time of his four years, he ſhall not 
be capable of being admitted to his degree with the 
reſt ot his year, or have the time of his abſence ac- 
counted towards the accompliſhment of that required 
neceſſary for his firſt degree: and therefore the form 
of the grace for that purpoſe ſhall be in the antient 


ſtyle, Supplicat reverentiis veſtris, A. B. ut duodecim ter- 


mini completi in quibus ordinarias lectiones audiverit (licet 
non omninò ſecundum formam ſtatuti) per majorem partem 
cujuſlibet termini, una cum, etc. But if the diſcontinu- 
ance of ſuch perſons ſhall be by the plague's being 
at Cambridge, or by the ſickneſs of himſelf, or any 
other neceſſity or lawful cauſe, then every perſon ſo 
abſent ſhall inſert in his grace exhibited to the unt- 
yerlity for his degree, the time and cauſe of his ab- 
ſence, and ſo commit the ſame to the good liking and 
approbation of the univerſity. | 
Furthermore, whereas it hath been formerly de- 


creed, that the maſter of every college ſhall exhibit 


to the vicechancellor for the time being, a liſt or ca- 
talogue of the chriſtian and ſurnames of all ſuch, who 
in their reſpective colleges ſhall be approved of to be 
preſented to the vicechancellor and the univerſity, in 
order to admiſſion to their firit degree, before the 
firſt congregation that ſhall be after the ſaid appro- 
bation : 

It was, on the day and year abovementioned, re- 
folved and decreed by Mr. vicechancellor and the 
heads of colleges before ſpecified, that ſuch a cata- 
logue under the hands and ſeals of the maſters of the 


feyeral colleges, or in their abſence, under the _

ſhall for the future be duly preſented to the vice- 
chancellor for the time being, at the time appointed; 
in which liſt ſo preſented, the ſaid maſters, or in their

Scholars not to appear but in their proper habils. 


= 1s ordered and decreed by the vicechancellor and 
heads of colleges, that none reſiding in the uni- 
verſity under the degree of maſter of arts, upon any 
pretence whatever, appear publickly either in or out 
of colleges in morning gowns, or any other, but what 
by order and cuſtom of the univerſity belong to their 
degree and ſtanding, on pain of being proceeded againſt 
as diſobedient and contumacious. 


For reſidence of ſtudents in law and phyſich. 


12 is decreed and reſolved by Mr. vicechancellor 
and the heads of colleges, that no grace for the 
degrees of bachelors of law or phyſick be admitted 
of tor the future, except for ſuch only as have made 
their reſidence in ſome college the greater part of nine 
jeveral terms at leaſt, and that ſuch reſidence be at- 
reſted under the hand and ſeal of the maſters of the 


colleges concerned, or their deputies, as in the caſe 
of bachelors of arts,

T is interpreted and determined by the vicechan- 1728, 


- cellor and heads of colleges, that eccleſiaſtical 
preferments that are not rated or mentioned in the

Of cautions and quarterly payment of bills, 
1 it appears by experience that many 


inconveniences have ariſen both to tutors and 
pupils for want of due payment of quarterly bills, 
and by reaſon of pupils trading with unlicenſed per- 
ſons, and without order of their tutors; for the re- 
medying theſe inconveniences, it was decreed by 
Mr. vicechancellor, with the conſent of the heads of 


colleges in the conſiſtory, 


I. That every fellow eommoner before he is admitted

This caution to be depoſited into ſuch hands as ſhall 
be agreed upon by the college. this caution to remain 
in ſuch hands till the ſaid felloweommoner, penſioner 
or ſizar leave the college, and diſcharge all debts to 
the college and tutor, and then to be returned. 


II. That every perſon in ſtatu pupillari ſhall fully 
diſcharge every quarter's bill, before the end of the 
next ſucceeding quarter, or ſooner, if the ſtatute, de- 
cree, or local cuſtom of any particular college require 
it; and unleſs the tutor do own ſuch diſcharge before 
the maſter of the college or his /ocum-tenens, ſuch per- 
ſon ſhall immediately be ſent out of the college. 


III. That no perſon be admitted to have his grace 
paſs in any college for any degree, until he bring a 
diſcharge under his tutor's hand of all debts, tor 
which his tutor is reſponſible, to the end of the fore-

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going quarter, to the maſter and thoſe that are con- 
cerned to pals his grace. 


All perſons concerned are hereby required to take 
notice, that no tutor 1s reſponſible for any debts of 
his pupils, but what are contracted by his expreſs 
order; and if anv perſon adventure to truſt any ſuch 
pupil, beſide the loſs of the debt, he is liable to ſuch 
turther puniſhment as the Jaws of this univerſity 
direct, 


| Againſt reſorting to taverns. 


TT is ordered and decreed by Mr. vicechancellor 

and the heads of colleges upon interpretation of 
part of the ſtatute de modeſtid et urbanitate morum, that 
if any ſcholar ſhall at any time reſort to any tavern 
or other publick houſe, otherwiſe than the ſtatutes 
do allow, he ſhall forfeit 15. and 84; if after the 
ſtatutable time of locking the gates 3s. and 4d; if 
at a more unſeaſonable hour or diſordered in liquor, 
he ſhall beſides the other penalties be admonithed, 
by the vicechancellor, which admonition ſhall be en- 
tered in a book kept for that purpoſe; and after three 
admonitions be expelled. | 

That if any number of ſcholars under pretence of 
being of the ſame year, ſchool, or country, or other- 
wiſe, ſhall be found aſſembling together at any pub- 
lick houſe, they ſhall upon conviction thereof, beſide 
the former penalty of 3s. and 44. be ſuſpended from ' 
taking any degree till one whole year after the uſual 
time of taking the ſame. | | 

That if any member of the univerſity of what de- 
gree ſoever ſhall by any pretended power or autho- 
rity offer to protect any ſcholars from the inſpection 
or correction of the proctor in any publick houſe; 
or if he himſelf at the inſtance of the proctor, or his 
repeated admonition, ſhall not civilly depart, he ſhall

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Whereas it has been repreſented unto us, that the 
proviſion already made by ſtatute for the due per- 


formance of exerciſes required in order to the degree 


of maſters of arts, hath not proved ſo effectual as 
was to be deſired, we have thought fit to make and 
eſtabliſh this following order to be obſerved by all 
whom it may concern as a ſtatute for the future; 
that is to ſay, that every ſenior or middle bachelor 
of arts appointed to reſpond or declaim in the bache-

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Orders and Regulations which paſſed the Senate on the 
11th day of May, and the 26th day of June, 1750. 


I. 3 perſon in ſtatu pupillari ſhall wear 

clothes of a grave colour in the judgment of 
the officers of the univerſity, without lace, fringe, 
or embroidery; without cuffs or capes of a different 
colour from their coats. 

Fellowcommoners who take degrees, and ſuch as 
enter into fellows* commons after they have taken 
any degree, ſhall wear the proper habit of ſuch 
degree. 

Bachelors of arts ſhall provide themſelves with 
gowns made of prunello, or princes ſtuff. 

The privilege of noblemen, or others, of wearing 
hats 1a the univerſity, does not extend to wearing of 
them laced. — The penalty for every offence againſt 
each of theſe particulars, is, and ſhall be, 6s. and 84. 


II. Every fellowcommoner ſhall immediately pro- 
vide himſelf with his proper gown, cap, and band, 
in which he ſhall conſtantly appear, under the penalty 
of 6s. and 84. for every offence, 


III. No perſon in ſtatu pupillari ſhall be ſuffered 
to keep a ſervant, without the expreſs conſent of his 
parents or guardians, ſignified under their hands to 
the maſter of the college to which he belongs; the 
ſaid maſter alſo conſenting. 


IV. No perſon in flaty pupillari ſhall be ſuffered 
to keep a horſe, except it be for the ſake of his 
health, and with the expreſs conſent of his parents 
or guardians, given under their hands to the maſter 
of the college to which he belongs; and allo with the 
approbation of the ſaid maſter. 


V. Every perſon in ſtatu pupillari, who ſhall be 
found at any coffee-houie, tennis-court, cricket- 
ground, 
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ground, or other place of publick diverſion and en- 
tertainment, betwixt the hours of nine and twelve in 
the morning, ſhall forfeit the ſum of 105. for every 
offence. | 


VI. Every perſon in ſtatu pupillari, who does not 
attend St. Mary's church the ſtated times of ſermons, 
ſhall forfeit the ſum of 64. for every offence ; unleſs 
he can make 1t appear, that he was excuſed by the 
maſter, or one of the deans of his college. and that 
ſuch abſentees may the more eaſily be found out and 
puniſhed, diſtinct places in the galleries ſhall be ap- 

ointed for each college to fit in; and the ſizars of 
each college, in a monthly rotation, ſhall make out 
liſts of the names of all ſuch as are comprehended 
within this order (as in their private chapels) and 
carry the names of the abſentees to their reſpective 
tutors, who ſhall immediately pay the penalty incurred 
by their reſpective pupils, to the ſizar who prick ed 
the bill that month, and for his own uſe. 


VII. If any tavern-keeper, or coffechouſe-keeper, 
ſhall be convicted before the vicechancellor, of hav- 
ing truſted any perſon in ſtatu pupillari above the 
ſum of 20s. without the conſent of his tutor ; he ſhall 
be puniſhed 51. for the firſt offence, 1c4, for the ſe- 
cond, and be ip/o facto deprived of his licence for the 
third. 


VIII. If any tavern-keeper, or coffeehouſe-keeper, 
ſhall be convicted before the vicechancellor, of hav- 
ing ſerved any perſon in ſtatu pupillari with wine, 
punch, or any other ſtrong liquor, either within their 
own houſes, or out of them, after eleven o'clock at 
night, they ſhall forfeit the ſum of 31. for the firſt 
offence, 10). for the ſecond, and be deprived of their 
licence for the third.

All members of the univerſity in fatu pupil- 
lari ſhall behave themſelves with modeſty and due 
reſpect to their ſuperiors at all times and in all 
places; and if any ſhall refuſe to tell his name and 
the college to which he belongs to any maſter of arts 
who ſhall demand it of him, he ſhall, on complaint 
made to the vicechancellor, be publickly admoniſhed 
for the firſt offence, be ſuſpended for the ſecond, 
and be expelled for the third, 


XII. Every perſon in ſtatu pupiliari dining at any 
coffeehouſe, publickhouſe, or tavern, except in caſes 
allowed in the 47th ſtatute, ſhall forfeit the ſum of 
Ios. for the firſt offence, of 20s. for the ſecond, of 
20s. and ſhall be publickly admoniſhed for the third, 


and ſhall be expelled for the fourth. 


XIII. Every perſon in ſtatu pupillari appearing 
with a gun, or keeping or procuring other perſons 
to keep ſporting dogs for his uſe, during his reſi- 
dence in the univerſity, ſhall forfeit the ſum of 105. 
for every offence. 


XIV. No perſon ſhall hereafter be admitted a no- 
bleman or fellowcommoner of any college, who will

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of the college of which I am about to be admitted a mem- 
ber, and will be obedient to the maſter or his locum tenens 
in all lawful commands. 


XV. Every member of the univerſity who ſhall 
be found in any houſe of evil fame, either within 
the precincts of the univerſity or the adjacent vil- 


lages, not being able to give a proper account of his 


being there, or who ſhall be ſeen in company with 
any woman of notoriouſly bad character, ſhall be 
admoniſhed, ruſticated, or expelled, according to the 
circumſtances of the offence. 


XVI. Every perſon guilty of breaking windows, 
making and fomenting riots and diſturbances, or 
offering violence to any perſon, beſide the reparation 
of the damage done, ſhall be publickly admoniſhed, 
{uſpended, or expelled, according to the nature and 


circumitances of the offence. 


XVII. No perſon ſhall at any time be permitted 
to play at dice within the precincts of the univerſity; 
nor ſhall any perſon be permitted to play at cards, 
unleſs for ſmall ſums, and at ſuch times and in ſuch 
places as are allowed by the ſtatutes, under the pe- 
nalty of expulſion after the ſecond admonition : and 
if any tavern-keeper or coffechouſe-keeper ſhall be 
convicted of having ſupplied any perſon with cards 
or dice in their houtes, they ſhall forfeit their licence. 


XVIII. All the pecuniary penalties abovemen- 
tioned, (except thoſe that relate to the abſence from 
St. Mary's church) ſhall be collected and applied in 
the ſame manner, in which penalties are directed to 
be collected and applied in the fiftieth of queen 
Elizabeth's ſtatutes.

A. B. do ſwear, that I do from my heart abhor, 
deteſt, and abjure, as impious and heretical, that 


damnable dottrine and poſition, That princes excom- 


municated or deprived by the pope, or any authority of 
the fee of Rome, may be depoſed or murdered by their 
ſubjetts, or any other whatſoever. 

And I do declare, that no foreign prince, perſon, 
prelate, itate, or potentate, bath, or ought to have 
any juriſdiction, power, ſuperioty, pre- eminence, or 
authority eccleſiaſtical or ſpiritual within this realm.

I. 1 the provoſt of king's college ſhall have 

all manner of juriſdiction, eccleſiaſtical and 
Civil, in all matters ariſing within the precincts of his 
college amongſt the ſcholars, inferior members and 
ſervants of the ſame: and particularly the probate of 
wills of any of them that die within the ſaid precincts. 


II. That in matters ariſing within the ſaid precincts 
berween any of his college and the univerſity, the 
provoſt ſhall judge where the member of the univer- 
ſity is aggrieved or plaintiff, but where defendant or 
aggreſſor the vicechancellor ſhall judge, 


III, That 
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III. That the vicechancellor ſhall have all manner 
of juriſdiction over the ſaid provoſt and all others of 
the ſaid college in all matters ariſing without the ſaid 
precincts; and particularly the probate of wills of 
ſuch of them as die without the ſaid college. 

IV. That the vicechancellor have power to ſum- 
mon the ſaid provoſt, and all other members of his 
college into his court, or to congregations, or to the 
performance of any other act of obedience required 
by their oath; and puniſh any of them for their 
neglect, unleſs he be hindered by the actual defence 
of the college, or the execution of the juriſdiction 
above: then, during this and no longer, he is to be 
exculed. 


V. That by the precincts of the college be under- 
ſtood all within the college walls on the eaſt- ſide of 
the river, with the garden on the weſt - ſide of the 
lame. 


VI. That no oath be exacted of any member of 
the college, when he takes his degree, contrary to 
this compoſition : but that he be admitted to any 
degree or office as freely and upon the ſame terms 
as any other member of the univerſity. 


VII. That every member of the univerſity in his 
admiſſion to any degree or office, and every one of 
king's college in his admiſſion to his ſcholarſhip, 
headſhip, or fellowſhip, ſwear to do nothing by any 
means contrary to this compoſition.
